WAGES AND PRODUCTION.

Mr. W._A, Appleton, sgeretary of the 
General ‘Federation of Frade Unions, 
gave me an interview on the industrink 
outloak, the causes which are producing 
unrest, and the economic danger of cal 
tain trade unions forcing wages to a Iv L.

in the open markets of tho world, Thera 
ta no man in the Labour movement who 
cpeaks with a wider experience than Mr. 
ppleton, who is secretary of a federa 
tion which has within its ranks ». number 
of trade unions in a fairly wide range 
of industries, with an oggregate mem 
bership of ono million, an who brings 
to his trade-union duties a trained inda: 
ment on economics and international 
trade. ee 

In answer to my inquiries as to the 
cnuses which in his opinion are ‘produc-, 
ing widespread unrest in many indus- 
tries, Mr, Appleton said: 

While 1 am satisfied that the present 
trouble is ychological rather than 
economic, I & feol that some employers 
have failed to take a long view. _ ‘They 
have realised that -during the period of 
transition from war 10 peace production 
a’month's atrike would deplete the Tunds 
of the trade unions without unduly injur- 
ing their own ‘business. And some of

thing the trade union official has now vo 
do ia not to play the game of the un:

some of the conditions accompanying the

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SOCIAL UNREST. 
MR. FISHER'S ANTIDOTE, 


Mr, H. A. L. Fishor, President of the 
Board of Education, visited Oxford re 
cently, and addressed a large movting of 
the {natructors of the Oxford School of 
Instruction for Officers recontly organised 
under the Hduestional Department of the 
War Office in the University, Museum. 
Lerd Gorell, the head of the department 
of the War Office organisation, presided. 

Mr. Fisher suid it wave bin Bret plea 
sure to come ty Oxford to address them 
in order that he aight express to them 
the seuse of importance which the Govern 
tment attached to the edneational work in 
the Army. He wished also to impress_ 
upon them bis ewn sense of ‘the great 
importance to the country of the work 
for which they were preparing themselves, 
The Army had heen in a sense, for, at 
any rate, the majority of the rank and 
file, a blind alley profession, — On the 
ovidence of most employers of labour in 
this country they would find that the dis- 
charged soldier in the past had not been 
able to take as zoud # place in the econo- 
die system of the country as he, probably 
avould have been able ty take if he had 
not gone into the Army at all, and that 
in itself wae a very grave facet. 

They must all feel 0 was desirable that, 
if they were to have an Army based on 
the shart service system, entrance into the 
Aras, eo far irom being a disqualifiva- 
tion fur civiliau life afterwards, should 
afford an sdditional gquaification for 
auceess in civilian life. Phat object could 
only he achieved by improving the educa- 
div which was given to the private soldier 
while be was with the colours. 

But quite apart from that general eon- 
sideration, they must all realise that they 
were now living in very critical times, 
and the war had excited many aspira- 
tions, many hopes which conJd not be 
Biattied m the nature of things. It had 
also vreated in many quarters che despair 
ef the State. In Russia. in Austria, and 
in many parts of Germany there was a 
large body of working class opinion which 
despaired of the Btate, and even in Eng- 
land voices were raised in fnvour of what 
anight be called direct tiethods opposed 
to the ordinary Parliamentary procedure. 
Again, iL was only natural when they got 
& horgy body af men Like tha men of the 
British Artoy, who had been subjected to 
a@grent period of strain gud toil, who bad 
been strung up by the opposition of 
formidable enemies, When suddenly the 
Btrain of opposition was relaxed, that they 
should get o fecling of unrest running 
through the Army. 

SECRET OF GHOD TEACHING. 

What was the antidote? The antidote 
was not a set of doctrines (hat never did 
enybody any good. The antidote reall 
Was an attitude of mind and an increased 
gapacity for coming to a judicial and 
judicious decision upon the facts of life; 
and tie thought it was only through 
education, ouly through enriching, en- 
larging, and multiplying the intellectual 
interests of this vast bedy of men who 
were going to be rele into civilian 
life, that they were likely to find an 
adoquate solution for the difficultios that 
would undoubied]y confront tho country. 

Tf he might speak aa an old teacher 
himself, he thought tMe probablo danger 
which the teacher had to confront was the 
temptation of trying to give bis class too 
souch at atime, The secret of good teach. 
Og wus tu make oneself absolutaly certain 
that the class, even the stupidest: member 
cof the class, should carry away with him 
something definits-two or three définite 
deus -as the result of the lecture, not 
facts but ideas. They did not want to 
cram the class with facts, but what they 
wanted was to give them thoughts to 
enable them to organise facts; and if this 
short course enabled them tu do that, then 
he felt it would be a very great invest- 
ment for them individually and an 
extremely good investment for the coun- 
try. 

He had had a great deal of opportunity 
during the last few years of meeting 
working-class lecturers and intelligent 
working men, and he bad great respect 
for them; but ho had been struck by one 
fact, and it was very significant, and that 
was that their freo mind was always 
entirely full of economics, economic gric- 
vances, class questions, and that, how- 
ever intelligent a man might be, it was 
difficult to get him for any long period 
of time to discuss any other kind of 
Aoterest. 

They jhad a vory intelligent population 
mow. ‘There was a great deal of educa- 
tion in the country, and there was going 
to be a good deal more. He folt it was 
very important for the sake of social 
harmony and the happiness and sweetness 
of life that the ming of the intelligent 
working man should be filied with all, 
kinds of worthy interosts, and not merely 
with one interest. It Was because thia 
scheme of education in the Army wag 
widely varied, because it catered for all‘ 
kinds of tastes, and because it appealed: 
to all kinds of interests, that he felt it 
would be such a valuable social element: 
dn the fuguro. ane

tH fULTRE OF TURKEY: 
‘QUESTION OF. GOVERNMENT. - 
{FROM H. QOLLINSON OWEN. | 


The Allies hayo now been in Constan- 
tinople since November 13th, on which 
day their grent fleot anchored off tho 
Golden Horn, and on the surface it would 
seem that little has been dono towards 
the solution of the greatest problem of 
the Near East, viz, the proper govern- 
ment of Tukey and its capital, (As a 
matter of fact, this is not one of vhe tasks 
of the Allies under the armistice, how- 
ever persistent the idea of it may be in 
cuerybodita mind.) And yet, in spite of 
appearances, one grent step forward has 
boen mado. It is that everybody con- 
cerned ‘is convinced, once and for all, 
that the Turks are not competent | te 
govern themselyes, much less subject 
peoples: that they have recklessly thrown 
away all the many generous chances 
Western Europe had given them in the 
past, and that there is not the sli htest 
promise that they would do any better 
with any further opporcunitica for reform 
that might unwisely be given them in the 
future. ms 

lo the past many individuals, or groups 
of individuals, were convinced of these 
things. ‘Bui now this conviction is eom- 
mon to al! the Allies, who hold the fate 
of Turkey and her peopivs in their hands, 
and with the bonds that now exist be- 
twoen then, born of conanon sacrifices, it 
shpuld be possible to consider the pro- 
blem in a spirit free from the jealonsies 
and the diplomatic manouvrer, which in 
the past were Turkey’s chief strength, 
and arrive at some permancnt and just 
decision which has been in no way in- 
fluenced hy Turkish wiles. Turkey ought 
never to have been calied the “Sick Man of 
Europe,” but, rather, the “Spoiled Child 
of Europe," for it is solely on the generous 
Onancia help nnd the moral ‘support 
given, now by one Power, now hy another 
—and all given with some ulterior motive-| 
~—that Purkey’s ruling classes have bevn 
able te live luxuriously while never doing 
an honest day’s work to justify the heavy 
aubsirtics showered upon them, 

Onc thing that stands out prominently 
in the present situation is that the Turks 
themselves do little or nothing to help 
in the pass to which they are reduced. 
Tewfik Pasha’s Government is a wenk 
Government {and Tewfik Pusha himself 
cannot be enlled a strong man), but it 
is at any rate the Government which was 
formed to treat with the Allies after tho 
armistice. But the Chamber, which 
ought to realise this and give some sort 
of support, does nothing but criticise 
and hinder. It is mostly composed of the 
creatures of Enver Talaat, and though 
the chiefs have flown, their satellites are 
a8 active as ever. They become angry at 
the mere suggestion that Turkey has been 
vanquished in the war, and some little 
time ago, by the way, a Turkish genoral 
gave an interview in which he showed 
triumphantly that Allenby’s victory was 
nota victory at all, but that honours 
rested even on the field of battle, and the 
Turkish Palestine army was preparing to 
fight again. This absurd attitpde has 
died down a little of late, but it remains 
to be used again at any moment.

Mr. Athel- 
stan Riley presided in the absenes of 
Lord Halifax. . 

The Chairman said St. Sophia was the 
anos, luyely building in the world. It 
wes a marvelloug structure, first, as a 
building, and. next, because of ity extra- 
ordinary history. It was originally built 
hy the Emperor Justinian in the year 847, 
A few years Jator carthquakes threw 
down a part of the dome, which was re 
constructed -on an improved principlo, 
and the church wag re-dedicated in 563. 

WONDEREUL DOME 

Justinian had called to hig aid to build 
the church all the resources of the civilis- 
ed world. Columns, over 100 in aumber, 
were brought frony all parts of the East 
and from Kurope, mary of them probably 
from hoathen temples. Light great 
cvluting eame from Ephesus — some 
thought they formed part of the great 
Temple of Diana. -and oight more came 
from Rume. The floor and walls of thr 
church were lined with the most precious 
marbles; which were to-day to be ‘ecen, 
exerpt in-a few places where they had 
fallen away and where the Turks had 
replaced them with painted imitations. 
There wag no church in the world which 
was so glorious in its decorations of gold 
and coloured mosaica. 

The great feature of St. Sophia, which 
had struck all beholders with wonder and 
astonishment, was the dome. It was the 
Byzantines who made the great leap in 
architecture, the greatest ever mide in 
its histor), vf putting a round d.ing on 
& square structure. ‘Tha had been dont 
sine; we all knew the dome of St. Paut's, 
and muny the dome of St, Peter’s, ia 
Rome, but the first great dome in tha 
world had never been surpassed. The 
dome of St. Sophia wag a true dome, as 
the shell wag seen both from the inside 
and the outside, and it was l6ft. wider 
than the dome of St. Paul's, 

Whet St. Sophia musgg have been like 
at the time when ithwag used as a Chris- 
tian churelt we could but faintly imagine, 
The great crown was of silver, the scats 
of the patriarch und bishops were of 
silver, the wally for some fect above the 
sentg Were of silver plates, and the altar 
was almost entirely of precious stones. 
In 637, when the great Emperor Justinian 
entered thy church to dedicate ito the 
worship of Almighty God, be looked 
round at the mosaics fresh from ihe 
handg of the workmen, and be exclaimed, 
“Solomon 1 have surpassed.” 

A TURKISH MOSQUE. 

In 1034, at the time of the great schism 
between Hastern and Western Christiani 
ty, tbe legates of the Pope catmpxinto the 
chureh and taid the‘ document. xcom- 
munication upon the altar.” ing 150 
years, they came to the fifth or 2 of 
Wostern Christianity; he thought they 
must regard that crusade with tle deep: 
v8, shame, When tho hosts of Christen- 
dom turned aside from the conqueat of 
the Holy Land and engaged upon ‘the 
siege of Constantinople, and when they 
took Constantinople, they went to the 
grea, church and placed an abandoned 
woman on the patriarehial throne, pro- 
faned the Church in the most horrible 
way, aud ‘ laid their hands on gold and 
silver and precious vesselg in such quan- 
tity that"they could nog be. numbered.”

Let it be remembered, to begin with, 
that the Bulgar waa helding positions of 
enormous natural strength on the gum 
nits and slopes of mountains stretching 
trom the Adriatie to the Hgean, and 
furnished with guod interior lines of 
communicalion.
